In a scH^on nf drootb like 
through which Kentucky and 
Jaeent states-are pasaing, the pro- 
d"ction of oiir orchards as well as 
our field crops is subject to a very 
senoes redaction throngh lack of 
sufficient soil moisture to porfrct 
the young orchard fruits. 

The methodawf avoiding or eheok- 
ing this loss in the orchard are the 
same in principle as those adopted 
ia prodoeiiig a full crop of earn or 
other field crop. Tlie most effect 
ive and usually the cheapest plan is 
to kMp up a frequent shallow eal- 
tivation of the fi<iil with the spike 
tooth, or Acme barrow, or some 
other surl^ working impiemeat. 

The necessity of this frequent 
cultivation is often not so apparent 
as ia the ease of field or garden 
crops, since the foliage of the tree 
may continue to appear fresh and 
gfeaa while It is still uaabia to m- 
oure enough moisture to meet the 
additional demands of growing 
fruit. Under these conditions 
much of the fruit drops while smiJl 
and that which remains fails to 
develop to noraial riae aad qaallty. 
I On the other hand well authen- 
tloated instance are recorded where 
large and profitable peaeh crops 
have been secured in a time of 
drouth of more than a month's du- 
ration, by an almost daily working 
of the soil,* when surrounding fruit 
farqas have prodoced bo crop worth 
marketing. 

Under ordinary conditions the 
frequent cultivation of the early 
anmmer should be followed in July 
or early August by the sowing of 
some winter cover crop, such as 
cowpeas, soy beans, oats or rye, to 
be turned under early the following 
spring.
